Dr. Charles Gilchrist Adams, pastor of 
the 8,000-member Hartford Memorial 
Baptist Church in Detroit, is ascholar who 
has degrees from the University of 
Michigan and Harvard. He is a com- 
munity activist who is a longtime member 
of the Detroit NAACP, and its former 
president.. He is a citizen of the world 
who has spoken before the United Na- 
tions on apartheid.

doors. It requires, Adams as- 
serted, “the spiritual transformation 
of the oppressor, and the dutiful 
discipline of the oppressed."

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An American tragedy 


t seems that the fallout from the murder of Mal- 
colm X, which occurred 30 years ago, on February 

21, 1965, will never end, 
For years, , the assassination has beera festering soe 
Even now, much remains unknown. The identity of all the 
murderers,has never been proven to the satisfaction of all 


involved. it has been commonly believed that the two 
men who killed Malcolm X were sent directly by Elijah 
Muhammad, who was outraged by Malcolm's decision to 
break away from the-Nation of Islam and move toward a 
more orthodox Islamic theology. It has been rumored for 
years that Louis Farrakhan, current head of the Nation of 
Islam, was a party fo the assassination -- a charge that 
Malcolm's widow, Betty Shabazz, publigwy repeated in a 
television interview last year. It is a chargé that Farrakhan 
has denied, although he has admitted participating in the 
creation of a “climate* in which the assassination af Mal- 
Colm could occur. 

At the same time, many-Observers then -- and to this 
day -- have questioned whether the police and the FBI 
were involved.in Malcolm's death, noting the virulent feel- 
ings that many police organizations had against the Black 
leader and the. apparent questionable and lax security 
practices which allowed the killers to get through to him, 

Now, the controversy has reared its head again, with 
the indictment of Malcolm's daughter; Qubilah Shabazz, 
for conspiracy to murder Louis Farrakhan. 

The charge was a stunner -- as was the alleged per- 
petrator. For Qubilah Shabazz, who was four years old 
when her father was killed, has generally been considered 
a quiet, shy.and periectly composed member of the 
Shabazz family, who not known to have harbored or 
mentioned any murderous thoughts, 

- The Shabazz family; through its attorney, has charged 
that Qubilah Shabazz was entrapped by federal officials, 


through a former classmate of hers who may have been 
having trouble with the authorities. The man, Michael 
Fitzpatrick, has been accused by a member of the Jewish 
Defense League -- a right-wing group which has long been 
under police investigation -- of being a "set-up artist* who 
had been used by the FBI to infiltrate other groups, inciud- 
ing the JDL. Fitzpatrick is accused by the JDL of being a 
“very violent racist’ who often used deragalory terms to 
describe Blacks , 

if thera is anything that this indictment demonstrates, it 
is that, 30 years after the death of Malcolm X, the old 
issues never die. Again, observers.are questioning 
whether the FBI had been engaged in a vendetta to 
discredit Black leadership. It is a charge that even Farrak- 
han himself has raised, through a spokesperson, 

"The question that must be raised by the Black com- 
munity today is whether or not, in the light of 440 years of 
our suffering at the hands of our oppressors, we can 
reasonably believe that the United States Department of 
Justice desires to protect the life of Minister Louis Farrak- 
han," said a Nation of Islam spokesperson at a press 
conference in the wake of the Shabazz indictment. 

It is @ question that is not unreasonable to ask, The 
annals of the FBI have been filled with activities -- from the 
surveillance of Dr. King to the often-questionable infiltra- 
tion of white terrorist organizations during the civil‘rights 
movement to “cointetpro". the effort to destabilize Black 
radical organizations -- which have led Blacks to believe 
that the FBI was an enemy rather than a friend 

We can only hope that justice will be done in this 
investigation of the Shabazz case. But we are not certain 
-- evenif justice is done in this case -- whether the festering 
sore of history will ever be healed

Centroversy in Atlanta 


W: owns the dream -- and the memory of the 
dreamer? 

{8 nation is celebrating the 10th anniversary of the 
federal holiday to honor Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. -- and 
the 66th anniversary of his birth -- his hometown and his 
heirs are embroiled in a dispute which threatens to tarnish 
the legacy of King’s work 

The struggle is over the desire by the U.S. Park Service 
to build an $11.8 million visitors’ center on Atlanta’s Auburn 
Street, near where King was bofn in 1929. The King 
family, on the other hand, wishes to build a $60 million 
theme park which would, in effect. become the official 
repository of the King memory and message. 

The struggle has erupted into recriminations and bitter 
denunciations. The King family has evicted the Park Ser- 
vice from the Martin Luther King Jr. Center for Nonviolent 
Social Change, where it had been giving tours. Atthe same 
time, many in Atlanta have accused the King family of 
being greedy. “King's heirs want to turn his dream into a 
money-making scheme,” charged Cynthia Tucker, an 
editor at the Atlanta Constitution, in a column 

The controversy in Atlanta highlights the great difficulty 
in keeping focus on the vision which King had. The-King 
legacy, after all, is a big business; entrepreneurs do a 
land-office business in King T-shirts, plaques, paintings, 
and other memorabilia, The dream, it seems, pays off for 
everyone 

Some would argue that this is not unreasonable. After 
all, the principles and values that Martin Luther King em- 
bodied -- the redemptive power of love; the need to tise 
above the barriers of race and class toward a higher public 
purpose; even (ironically) the importance of human values 
over financial values -- did not begin with King, and have 
not ended with him 


In many ways, the words, ministry, and even the like- 
ness of Dr. Martin Luther King have come to symbolize the 
movement in which he was a leader. And itis that symbol 
which we "buy* when we purchase a plaque or a ticket to 
a fundraising event 

in many ways. this commercialization serves a value; 
it spreads the message that King promoted to an ever- 
widening audience. The U.S. Park Service's activities in 
this regard -- including the building of the visitors’ center, 
and the general Upgrading of the area -- would contribute 
to a wider knowledge of King, his ministry,.and message, 
by al] Americans and even those across the world who will 
visit Atlanta. 

At the same time, we recognize that the King family 
members are, first and foremost, the rightful heirs of the 
endowment of Dr. King. We believe it is unbecoming, for 
many to attack the King family for exercising its legal night 
to contro! the dissemination of the King words and image. 
In that regard, the King persona is no different from that of 
other great men and women whose works are copyrighted 
and whose heirs benefit from that protection. 

We hope that the King family and the U.S. Park Service 
will end this squabbling, which is unbecoming to the 
memory of Dr. King, We are convinced that the argument 
will only embedding those who have, over the years, 
sought to tarnish the memory and mission of Dr. King. 

In the spirit of redemption and reconciliation, we are 
calling on both sides to move toward a compromise which 
protects the legitimate interests of the King family, while at 
the same time allowing the advancement of the vision and 
memory” of King as what he should be =- a national 
treasure. owned in some larger sense by all Americans.

Race, crime, and prisons. 


America reached a national milestone recently -- a 
milestone of tragic proportions for the 
nation. For the first time since they 
began to collect statistical data on the 
race of prisoners more than 60 years 
ago. an absolute majority of those in- 
carcerated in state and federal prisons 
is Black. . 

Today. according to figures from the 
Bureau of Justice Statistics in 
Washington, there were 946,946 
prisoners behind bars at the end of 
December 31, 1993, At that time, 
479,720 -- 50.6 percent -- were Black. 

The disparity, of course, has always been profound. 
Blacks now make up 12.4 percent of the population, the 
highest-percentage of this century; when racial figures 
were first counted, in 1926, Blacks comprised 21 percent 
of those incarcerated. The percentage of Black inmates 
per 100,000 Black U.S. residents was almost 7 times 
higher than the percentage of white inmates per white 
population -- and has been for the past decade, 

But the trend has accelerated. Since 1989, Blacks 
have nationally accounted for more than 50 percent of all 
admissions, even as the prison population has exploded. 
Admissions to prisons have doubled since 1984, with 
more than 1 million Americans incarcerated in 1994 -- a 
tate of incarceration that makes Americans the most im- 
prisoned people in the world, and Blacks the most im- 
prisoned people 

The reasons for the disparity are many, including the 
epidemic of violence which affects many Black com- 
munities and a criminal justice system which, to many civil 
rights advocates, is harder on Blacks than on whites. 

But the cause of the explosion of the prison population 
generally is clearly defined: the rising tide of drug addiction 
and sales, especially of crack cocaine, and the violence 
and robbery which follows it like thunder follows lightning. 

The drug problem has spawned a fear of crime that is_ 
unwavering among many voters, even as crime statistics 
have shown actual reductions in recent years. And, as 
fear has risen, legislators have responded, ratcheting up 
sentences ever higher and tougher, even as the number 
of prison beds remains substantially unchanged. 

Ben Espy sees the trend. And he expects il to get 
worse, rather than better. 

In the previous general assembly, Republicans and 
Democrats, responding to the anti-crime fever, again 
toughened penalties for various crimes, But with 
Republicans making crime a major issue in the past 
election -- and sweeping to control of both houses of the 
legislature, and the atlomey general's office, in part be- 
cause of it - crime will be a major agenda item this year 
as well. Already, the Republican leadership has pledged 
to enact a bill which will, among other things, allow the 
state to treat 14-year-olds who have committed certain 
violent crimes as adults and tighten certain criminal penal- 
ties 


And, the state’s sentencing Commission has come

back with: "reforms" which, Espy believes, may have a 
devastating impact on young Blacks. 

“Clearly you're going ta see more Blacks incarcerated 
in this legislature.” Espy said recently. Despite the 
governor's effort to promote community-based diversion 
programs, the countervailing trend toward greater criminal 


« sentences is likely to send more and more persons con- 


victed of crime to jail, and send them to jail for longer 
periods of time -- making a bad situation for overcrowding 
much worse. 

“We've got 21,000 beds in Ohio, and we've got over 
40,000 people in prison." Espy noted -- a recipe for 
disaster as overcrowding raises tensions behind prison 
walls. 

At the same time, there are other consequences of 
sentencing reform which could be equally devastating. 


“One of the recommendations of the sentencing commis- , 


sion is to create a new, lower-level felony -- a felony 5 -- 
which reflects repeated convictions on misdemeanor 
charges, such as petty theft. 

Although the sentence -- three to 12 months -- would 
actually be less than a first-degree misdemeanor, the 
impact of receiving a felony conviction Could make it 
difficult for persons attempting to rehabilitate themselves 
to find jobs, as a conviction on a felony 5 would make it 
far harder for the person to get a job. 

*Thatis damaging,” Espy said, “itis going to have more 
impact on the Black community than anything else I've 
seen out there." 

Of equal concern to Espy is how a criminal justice 
system which has been consistently accused of being 
unfair to Blacks will treat these crackdowns. 

Espy recalled several instances, inthe Columbus area, 
when white youth accused of serious, high-profile, violent 
crimes have permitted to go home to their parents -- and 
he questions whether that same protection would be given 
to Black youth accused of similar crimes. 

When the state is able to bind over 14-year-olds as 
adults, Espy warned. "I can see the kids 14 years old that's 
going to be bound over are Black kids," 

Race. crime and prisons -- they are a volatile mixture 
which have been at the core of explosive social upheaval 
for the past quarter-century. And now, with the changes 
which are likely to be coming out of the legislature, don't 
be surprised if they remain a critical issue as we move into 
the next millennium. 


Chasing ‘The Dream’ 27 years later

Former Surgeon General 
Joycelyn Elders is an angel, In one 
respect, she is like the angel Abdiel 
from John Milton's Paradise Lost, 
an epic poem which talks of the 
creation of Lucifer and Hell and the 
lempting of Adam and Eve. Specifi- 
cally, Dr, Elders, was a modern day 
Abdiel because she was the only 
one who spoke honestly in the 
midst of a mutiny against the public 
trust. Just as Abdiel’s angelic 
friends left him to go literally to hell, 
she remained-true-to- her liberal 
thoughts while the members of the 
Clinton Administration turned con- 
servative.

Nearly 77 percent of the per- 
cent force is composed of white 
males, 9:1 percent white females, 
for a total 85.8 percent white.

Rhetoric today on Black and. 
White poor .race-relations. would - 
have you believe that' racial. unrest 
is now American folklore. This ili 


fated mind set demands ‘that we “ 


question, “Was the civil rights strug- 
gle all'in vain now that America is 
retreating purportedly from racial in- 
tegration?” -But .an’ African. 
American. male. senior citizen, 
Carroll Luckett of Wilmington, 
Delaware, ,argues that significant 
racial progress occurred in the last 


7Osyears and it continves today, 
thus shedding doubt on these cries 
of doom and gloom proclaiming that 
America is backsliding. 

Cuckett shared a tale of growing 


up in Boyd, Maryland, in the 1920's 


where African-American males 
lived under the watchful eye of the 
White Citizens Council (Ku Klux 
Klan). “I remember walking into the 
country store and seeing these dirty 
looking white people put their hands 
in-the cracker’barrel, and | had bet- 
ter not even think about doing that," 
stated Lucketf-“Those white ladies 
would sit there showing their person 


“and you had better not be caught 
even looking in their. direction or - 
you see that little tree over there? 
They would string up you up from it 
before the sun went down,” 

He continued, "| went away to 
the Second World War When | 
came home, the big man's daughter 
was sitting out there one day expos- 
ing her person. | walked up to her 
and told her she should straighten 
up. | was braver then because | had 
been in the military,” 


Stress filled Luckett's eyes. | 
wondered how he was still alive 


today based on what he had al- 
ready painted of the race relations 
in Boyd. "When | got home, the 
telephone rang. The big man sald 
he wanted me to come to dinner. | 
had to go, so | went.” 


1 couldn't wait to hear how Luck- 
ett escaped the vigilantes’ wrath, 
knowing that he had committed the 
mortal sin of an emotional interac- 
tion with a white woman in rural 
America during the late 1940's. “! 
walked in the door telling the big 
man | saw his daughter, sitting un- 


like. a lady and | told her to 
Straighten up,” said Luckett. 

“Her father said, '! told that girl to 
put some drawers on and stop 
showing her tail, Don't worry about 
it,’ We ate dinner and that was the 
end-of-that,” ended Luckett. 

In late August 1994 Luckett 
teturned to Boyd to bury a nephew, 
He found the funeral taking place at 
the White Presbyterian church that 
had been off limits to African- 
Americans during his youth, “I 
couldn't belleve ail of the interracial 
couples at this funeral, They were 
25 percent of the people. Three of 


my nephews that live just a few 
miles from Boyd have White wives, 
though one of them is a Jewish lady. 
They even hugged me during the 
service 


Luckett is still trying to come to 
grips with Metropolitan Boyd, 
Maryland's not being a’ haven tor 
lynching African-American males 
and permitting interracial relation- 
ships to fldurish ip this once domain 
of the Ku Klux Klan. He feels his 
eyes definitely witnessed racial 
progress in America. :

100 Percent Gino is composed of D. 
Bernardo Sullivan, 25; Steve Lester, 27, 
and Roland Ragland, 26. The guys all hail 
from Columbus and have been friends for 
along time. Sullivan says he and Ragland 
were “running buddies,” and then Lester 
joined the group. "Our personalities really 
clicked," says Sullivan, describing Lester 
as “ambitious” and.calling Roland the 
“comic relief" of thé group. 

“We stick close together. We love each 
other. It's a big family," says Fragane: 

100 Percent Gino, in various forms, has 
been together for three years. There have 
been other members who passed through 
the group, but Sullivan started "weeding 
out people who don't have the focus to 
keep going.” 

People in the dog-eat-dog music in- 
dustry have tried to come between the 
members of the group, offering oppor- 
tunities to one member but not the others. 
We don't go for that. We support each 
other,” says Sullivan. "In this business you 
need support.” 

Speaking of support (nice seque, 
huh?), the guys say it’s difficult to receive 
recognition coming out of Columbus. 
"Trying to get people, to support you is 
really a trip," Sullivan says. "People don't 
take you seriously when you say you're 
from Columbus.” 

The guys want to put good ol’ central 
Ohio on the map, Sullivan livedin Houston, 
where the group Shai was discovered, for 
several years, trying to make it big. Hé 
recently returned to Columbus to reor- 
ganize 100 Percent Gino and the group is 
now focused on making it as a band. 

Apress release the group is circulating 
describes their music as rich with “hard 
beats, soft melodies and tight vocal arran- 
gements. 100 Percent Gino tries to appeal 
to both male and female, as well as the 
mature and immature." 

Sullivan says the group's tracks bring to 
mind a mix of Jodeci and The Isley 
Brothers. The guys if the group are not 
just singers, they also write, produce and 
record their own songs. “What sets us 
apart is the music .we sing-is our music," 
Lester points out. “That's what makes us 
more valuable and more marketable" than 
groups who can’t play or write.

As normally occurs, 
those gathered paid precious little atten- 
tion to what was being said, preferring 
rather to refill their coffee cups and dis- 
cuss the weather with those at their 
table. : 

At this point, one of the presenters, 
clearly indignant at being ignored, 
began to chastise the crowd for, in her 
words, “not listening to all of the wonder- 
ful things we do." Granted, we were 
being rude. Still, | couldn't help being 
amused at this woman's seif righteous 
posture, We're doing some great things, 
she seemed to say. Just listen to us and 
we'll tell you. 

Incidents such as this bring to minda 
distinction Charles Colson once made.

He argued that celebrity relief efforts, 
while promoting lofty goals, often tend 
to be ill equipped to fulfill.them, largely 
because of the hidden costs associated 
with such endeavors. As an example, he 
pointed to the Live Aid and Band Aid 
concerts, which saw only a small per- 
centage of the monies raised go any 
to benefit the poor and homeless. 
much greater portion of the money was 
used to defray shipping costs or was 
funneled to other projects. 

Colson also questioned the sincerity 
of celebrity fund-raisers, citing a quote 
from Newsweek, which stated that "Live 
Aid and Farm Aid were...oddly upbeat 
exercises in self congratulation. An in- 
dustry celebrating its power. Far from 
challenging the complacency of an 
audience, such mega events reinforce | 
it...Now by watching a pop musi 
telethon and making a donation...fans 
can enjoy vicariously a sense of moral 
commitment." 

By comparison, Colson noted that

One of the most useful innovations in 
recent years for people who don't have 
enough time to manage their money is 
the central asset account. This is a single 
account at a brokerage firm that lets you 
write checks, shop ‘with a credit or debit 
card, borrow money, invest in a wide 
range of securities, and manage your 
financial affairs-more efficiently and 
profitably. . 

Each firm that offers such an account 
calls it by a different name. However, 
note that each account may also differ in 
terms of the services, minimum initial 
investment, annual fees and. type of 
credit/debit card provided, as well as 
other specifics 

One of the most attractive features of 
these accounts is that they "sweep" unin- 
vested available cash in your account 
(such as recently distributed dividends 
and interest payments) into an interest 
bearing moneymarket fund to keep all of 
your money working: Some sweep ora 
daily basis; others may only be weekly or 
monthly. 

Typically, you can choose from 
several types of money market funds and 
switch from one to another, as economic 
conditions or your financial goals 
change. Whether the sweep occurs daily 
or weekly depends on each firm's rules 
for its central asset accounts, as does the 
amount that is swept. Amounts swept 
could be every dollar, over $100 or over 
$1,000. 

Acentral asset account also simplifies 
the management of your money. If, for 
example, you want to take money out of 
a mutual fund to buy a stock, all it takes 
is one call to your financial advisor. If you 
have several different accounts with dif- 
ferent institutions, transferring funds 
would require several phone calls and 
transactions, as well as considerable 
paperwork to monitor. 

Most central asset accounts provide 
comprehensive monthly statements with 
a wealth of information on your invest- 
ment portfolio, including your cash and 
cash equivalents, a complete listing of 

our securities positions (usually divided 
Between equities and fixed income 
securities), the current market value of 
your investments, a detailed summary of 
ail account transaction (including check- 
ing and credit/debit card activity) and a 
reminder of your oper-orders “for 
securities purchases. 

Central asset accounts require initial 
investments of from $5,000 to $25,000 
(in any combination of cash and 
securities). Fees range from $25 to $100 
a year, although the fee often can be 
more than offset by theearnings on cash 
that would otherwise sit idle, as well as 
the absence of per-check charges and 
annual credit card fees. 

Usually considered applicable just to 
personal finances; central asset -ac- 
counts also can be useful for small busi- 
nesses and trust and estate 
management. 

Hf you're not sure whether you qualify 
for a central asset account, do some 
calculating. Add up the amounts you cur- 
rently have in checking and savings ac- 
counts, money market funds, other 
mutual funds and brokerage atcounts at 
various firms. You, may find that you, do 
have sufficient-assete if you pool them 
into one account. ‘A 

If you do, you also nay discover that 
acentral asset account can simplify your 
life, while improving your bottom line.

Georgia Pacific Resins, Inc. recently 
signed an agreement with Ohio EPA to 
investigate the nature and extent of con- 
taminatibn at its facility at 1975 Watkins 
Road in Columbus and assess cleanup, 
options., ' 

Georgia Pacific has manufactured for- 
maldehyde and synthetic resins for fer- 
tilizers, insulation and the auto industry 
at this facility since 1970. Formaldehyde, 
methanol, phenol and acetone are used 
in the manufacturing processes. 

Data collected by Ohio EPA indicate 
there have been at least eight major spills 
or releases of those chenticals at this site 
since 1976. In addition there are sites at 
the facility formerly used for hazardous 
waste storage and a closed landfill where 
some hazardous materials where pre- 
viously disposed. :

Duncan, who has been an icon in the 
Black community for children, aspiring 
college students and professionals in the 
field, would be a big loss for Channel 6 
and for Columbus 

When Duncan flashed his smile on the 
screen for the first time, he had received 
mixed reviews. More often that not, the 
negative parties suggested that he smiled 
to much or he was too loud, What they 
meant were, he was not boring and he 
had style.
